Samuelexponnads it from God with a ſolemne P roteſtation againſt it, as being the will of 
man, the way to reject him, when laws are lef: to the Arbitrary power of one man, a thingnct 
alwaics diſliked of C30d, and found by experience prejudiciall to all Kingdomes. Make ut 
King go judge us like all the N4tions, 1 Sami. 8, 5, well knowne to be meerely Royall ; and ſud 
Royalifts would Gods people be, and ſuch Royalliſts are our Malignants againſt $ 
Round- heads (as they call them) who wiſh noother Goyernment, but that which is poli

fromthe Church, very convenient for the ſhcleer of their men, and planting of cheie

The 1irzencfle of the Church windowes, and (milneſle of the Hy, 
les, made their afl:ult ſecure, and our detence dangerous, which our mea percriving, 
refolved to wia or loſe all ac oace 3 watching an opporcunity »crwixt the dich irge and 
charge of the Enemy, they ſailycd cut of the Church, and being ſeconded by thoſe ia 
the Lanes, ruth:d in upoa rhe Houſes, bniſt open che doores, llew thoſe chat refilteg, 
rooke thoſe who yeclded ; the rett tied intothe next Field, whither ſo.ne fey of ours 
followed, ( the greateſt y:rt being employed in conveying th: Men and. Manitiqn 
which the Enemy had left behind racm:) and in rhe Ficld che skirmith was hotter then 
ever ; Qur men were too cager to keep: Raake or File, though they had knowne hoy. 
to keepe it, and indeed their diſorder was an advancage tous, for mixiag themſelves 
with the Enemy, they fonght ſecurely in the mouth of the Enemies Canon, and in the 
eye of one Body of their Forces, both placed in the Ficld above them j; the Eaemy not 
daring to diſcharge, leaſt with them they (hould [lay their own Mzn, ( otherwiſe, they 
having 10 Fire-men for one, might have cur us off inan inſtant) nor could ours uſe 
their Muskets otherwiſe thea as Clubbs.
